LONG-RANGE GUN 
T 
HE new German rocket gun has remark- j 
able tales told of it. It is said to spread 
destru ction over a 20-mile area, and shoot 
160 miles, though so fa r it has not been 
used for more than 35 or 40. 
This is not the first appearance of a 
new gu n of amazingly long range. In 
March, 1018, when the Germans broke 
throu gh the Allied lines for a 10-mile gain, 
shells began

scathed Paris. On Good Friday 88 people 
were killed in a single church. Wild rumors 
followed: the Germans must be at the very 
gates of Paris, else how could they shell 
it ? Tins panic or near-panic was, of course, 
according to the German plan. 

French 
artillery ex perts learned by their ca lcula ­ 
tions that the shells must come from a gun 
75 miles away . Actually there were se v -1 
era!, each as long as the height of a ten- 
story building, operated from a forest-cov­ 
ered post which to the very last escaped 1

Some accept the condition , /erin* 
philosophically and some regard 
the end of the reprodu ctive period 
the beginning of the end of inti­ 
mate companionship with the 
mate, as a tragedy of the deepest 
dye. 
Men arc the same way. Some 
accept the onset of old age with 
equ animity, some wear themselves 
ou t fighting it.

Age Periods Differ 
The ag** at which the menopau se 
comes on is given at slightly differ­ 
ent periods by different observers. 
Norris and Sanes, in this cou ntry, 
give it at forty -seven and eight­ 
ieth s y ears and forty -seven and 
one-tenth years respectively . Bu t 
enormous variations occur. The 
Medical Women’s Federation re­ 
port that of Ilk? subjects the 
menopause appeared in 8 per cent 
before the fortieth y ear, in 22 per 
cent during the ensuing five y ears, 
and in 64 per cent between forty ­ 
five and fifty , and in less than 5 
per cent at fifty -five y ears or later.

The hot flashes are absolu tely

I and appear in no other condition, 
i It is easy to say that they are a 
sign of vaso-motor instability, bu t 
that does not explain very mu ch. 
In my experience they do not oecu r 
any more often in women v ho ha*, e 
some elevation of blood pressu re 
or hardening of the* arteries than 
they do in anyone else. 
Variation** In Treat ai eat 
Waldeyer doser nod a nu mber of 
cases of women who had children 
after the menopau se was over, bu -; 
he wij not the first (Lee Genesis 
XVIII, lo-14. XXI, 2-7). 
As to treatment, again there are 
great variations, There is no u se 
treating a woman who is not ru t- 
or even u ncomfortable. 
When the hot Aa bes become ready 
u nbearable the u se of an ovarian 
extract, estrogen, is u su ally very 
helpfu l. It can be given daily by 
mou th, bu t it probably is more ef­ 
fective given hypodermically. It 
often gives relief in a general way 
from the constitu tional an*! emo­ 
tional symptoms, even if hot 
I flashes are not trou blesome. 
The general treatment is appli­ 
cable to all eases. The psychologi­ 
cal environment shou ld be cheerfu l 
and hopefu l. The su bject shou ld be 
encou raged to take plenty of exer­ 
cise. preferably ou t of doors, get a 
long night’s rest, keep u p the nu ­ 
trition by wholesome meals. Rot 
baths or cold showers may be em­ 
ployed with advantage.

Can Not Continue 


PP Mfhway county commissioners 


are weighing a request submitted 
Monday 
by the 
trustees of 
the 
Circleville public library that they 


take 
over complete operation 
of 
Memorial Hall. 
The co u n ty b o ard 
was asked by 
a 
co mmittee from the 
trustees, 
comprised 
of Ray VV. Davis, 
the 
Rev. L. C. Sherburne and Clark K. 
Hunsicker, at 
their 
meeting to 
take 
actio n as soon as 
possible 
since the library board feels that it 
cannot carry o n operation under 
the p resen t system much longer. 
The 
commissioners 
delayed 
making 
a 
definite 
decision, 
although they told the libary board 
• that 
the matter would be 
given 
consideration. 
County-VVide Library 


If 
the commissioners agree 
to 
take the steps urged by the trus­ 
tees, the library will be returned to 
a county-wide status instead of op­ 
erating as 
a 
Circleville library 
alone. 
The county-wide 
program 
was in operation for several years 
while the county bookmobile was 
in operation, but operation of the 
valuable institution was changed 
when 
the bookmobile was 
taken 
off the road. Since that time 
the 
state has greatly reduced its ap­ 
propriation, 
thus further cutting 
the library’s scope of activity. 
Operation of Memorial Hall and 
tha library have long been matters 
of controversy. 
The county owns the building, 
which was built as a memorial to 
Civil W ar soldiers. It is under op­ 
eration of the Monumental Asso­ 
ciation. formed by veterans of all 
wars. Trustees are named by this 
association to be in actual charge 
of the building.

Circleville leased the first floor 
for 
library purposes some 
years 
ago,

maintenance of the entire building. 
In the last 18 months the city gave 
up its lease. Since that time the 
library trustees have rented quar­

expenses. 
The library, under existing cir­ 
cumstances. receives about $12,- 
0O0

Can Not Continue 


PicKkwav county commissioners 
a rt weighing a request submitted 
Monday 
by the 
trustees of 
the 
Circleville public library that they 
take 
over complete operation 
of 
Memorial Hall. 
The county board was asked by 
a 
committee from the 
trustees, 
comprised 
of Ray W. Davis, 
the 
Rev L C Sherburne and Clark K. 
Hunsicker, at 
their 
meeting to 
take 
action as soon as 
possible 
since the library board feels that it 
cannot carry on operation under 
the present system much longer. 
The 
commissioners 
delayed 
making 
a 
definite 
decision, 
although they told the libary board 
that 
the matter would be 
given 
consideration. 
Count* W ide Library 
If the commissioners agree 
to 
take the steps urged by the tru s­ 
tees, the library will be returned to 
a county-wide status instead of op­ 
erating as 
a 
Circleville library 
alone. The county-wide 
program ; 
was in operation for several years 
while the county bookmobile was j 
in operation, hut operation of the J 
valuable institution was changed ' 
when 
the bookmobile was 
taken 
off the road Since th at time the 
state has greatly reduced its ap­ 
propriation, thus further cutting 
the library's scope of activity.
